They seem- 
ed confident that the young man 
would be able to aid them in 
some way. 

Smile Gone 

The famoug Prince of Wales 
smile was ‘not apparent today, 
however, a miner's wife, Mrs. 
Kelly, gnided him through two- 
inch mud and coal dust and de- 
scribed the sufferings of the vil- 
lage of Benton. Two thirds of 
the mivers there have been with- 
out work for months and their 
families have been forced to subs 
sist on the small fund provided 
for the unemployed. 

The prince visited the poorest 
of the cottages, chatting intimatet-. 
ly with the men and women. He 
shook coal-grimy thands of ‘those 
men fortunate enough to find 


some work and sympathized wan 
the jobless.
